We invited Pan-America to 
visit us. Our government decreed that 
tho languages spoken at the conference 
should be tho English and Spanish. 
Then somebody remembered Brazil, and 
added Portuguese to tho list. Nobody, 
however, happened to recall that tho 
natives of the Uayticn republic spoke 
only French, at least a sort of French, 
and that they would not understand 
Spanish or English. 
So, although, the 


world over, French is tlio language of 
diplom;icy, French was not included in 
tho ofi!( ial languages of the congress. 


That was ono blunder. 
Another is 


that our eloquent mayors anj aldermen 
who make tho speeches to tlio poor Pan- 
Americans are considerably mixed up in 
their heads in regard to history, and do 
not hapjien to know that Brazil is not a 
Spanish American country, but Portu- 
guese-A mcrican. Consequently, in their 
spec-chef,, they universally allude to tho 
delegate i as Spanish-Americans, to the 
infinite disgust of our Brazilian guests. 


There is still another blunder, so bad 


as to l.o a positive sin, against good 
taste, la each town they visit tho un- 
h.ippy delegates are corraled together 
in a pluco where they can't gut away, 
and then the greatn/.-ss, glory and al- 
mighty richness of the United States are 
poured down thoir throats. Wherever 
they go, Lhey huarnothing but the grand- 
eur of tho United States. They will 


Death on tho Wit-en. 


Little, indeed, man knows as yet of 


tho all-fiervading deadliness of that im- 
ponderable agent he is using so freely in 
this century of electricitv. Within afew 
months twenty men have been killed 
horribly by electric wires. They were 
mostly "linemen" who climbed the poles 
on which tho wires were strung to ad- 
just them. A few met their deatli from 
live wires falling upon them in the 
Btroet. Six of tho twenty deaths have 
occurred in New York city since Sep- 
tember. That of Lineman Fecks, with 
his body lying across the wires in full 
eight of hundreds below, fire and smoke 


probably be so tick of it that they will 
go homn and turn all tho trade in their 
little countries over to tho effete despot- 
isms, just to get the taste of us out of 
their months. 


There are several morals) to the story, 


most of which are obvious. 


' Will thto generation witness tho spec- 
tacle of Gladstone, tho "Grand Old 
Man," past 80 years old, again at the 
head of affairs la England? Late parlia- 
mentary elections look as if tho tide was 
netting powerfully that way. "Glad- 
stone and homo rule" make a fine sound- 
Ing \var cry. 


Thirty thousand dollars' duty must be 


paid on tho "Angelus" picture before it 
can l.o free from tho Now York custom 
house. If tho owners will cart It over 
tho country and exhibit it, they will 
soon make tho customs duties back. We 
Americans don't know everything about 
high art, but we all know enough to 
want to gaze on a picture that cost $117,- 
000. 


Ex-Governor Hartrnnft. 


Ono of tho busiest men of his time, 


and one of the most useful in his day 
and generation, was the late ex-Governor 
John Frederick nartnmft.^ His brilliant 
record as a commander during the war 
'Is part of the history of his country, yot 
it ii to be observed that he was not a 
West Point graduate, any more than 
Forrest or John Morgan, two of the 
ablest generals In the southern army. 


I Governor Bartranf t's life was crowded 
• a full of work and honors that it will 
require a volume to record them. In 
war ho stopped tho Confederate advance 
at Chantilly; he led the soldiers of Burn- 
side's Ninth corps that captured the 
bridge at Antietam. At Fredericksburg 
a third of his regiment were left dead on 
the field. Later he earned the name of 
the hero of Fort Steadman. In peace he 
served as governor of Pennsylvania from 
1878 to 1879. 


He will always be remembered in his 


civil capacity for the active interest he 
took in the state militia, and the high 
state of efficiency to which it was 
brought. At his death Gen. Hartranft 
•was major general of the Pennsylvania 
National Guard. 


1 Final ly, we note once more this melan- 
choly fact: Few of our generals in the 
late war lire to be old men.

AVIio Would lie President? 


TlicqU'jstionisoftenaskcd, Who would 


be president in case of the deatli of both 
tho president and vice president? In 
January, 188G, after the death of Vice 
President Ilendricka, a law was made 
fitting th is case. If President Cleveland 
had died and been succeeded by the presi- 
dent of tho senate, tho spectacle would 
have lice 11 witnessed of a change of ad- 
ministration from Democratic to Repub- 
lican, contrary to tho will of the people, 
who elected a Democrat president. To 
obviate- this awkward difficulty, to pro- 
vide that tho highest officer in the coun- 
try should bo of the political party that 
prevailed at tho last election, a special 
law was passed. 


>t declared that, in case of the death 01 


removal uf Loth tho president and vice 
president, tho secretary of state should 
bo president. In case of his death or re 
moval, the chair will be filled by the sec 
rotary of tho treasury, then by the sec- 
retary of war, and after him by tho at- 
torney general, postmaster general, sec- 
retary of the navy, secretary of the into 
rior, in the order named. In case of the 
disability of all these, there would still 
he tho secretary of agriculture, who was 
not a cabinet officer at the time the law 
was irmdr. If, therefore, Harrison ant 
Morton eliould both be removed, Secre 
tary Elaine would bo president. The 
nearest tho country ever camo to realiz 
ing the condition to be met by this law 
was in 1803, at tho time of the assassina 
tion of Lincoln. If tho plans of tho con 
spirators had succeeded, president, vice 
president and secretary of state would 
have all been removed by the plot thai 
killed Lincoln. 


issuing from tho flesh where it touched 
tho wires, and blood dripping from it 
into the street below, spattering tho mul- 
titude, was tha most horrible and sick- 
ening event of a generation. The only 
grain of comfort in tho shoriing tragedy 
is that, in the judgment of jfjison, Line- 
man Foeks died so quickly that he prob^ 
ably did not endure much torture. 


Lineman Feeks was ndjustiug the 


wires—"dead" wires—at the top of a tel- 
egraph polo. Somewhere in the hun- 
dreds of miles of electric light wires that 
hold New York in a murderous network, 
there was one in which tho insulation 
had burned off, or else never was right 
in tho first place. It crossed the tele- 
graph wire at somo other point that will 
bo now forever unknown, and poured its 
death dealing current along tho whole 
length, past the polo which Feeks 
climbed. For ono instant the lineman 
touched tho telegraph wiro. The next 
instant a burning corpse lay across the 
network of wires, with an awestricken 
throng gazing up from the street. The 
story was ended. 


Then tho cry went up from a horrified 


public—Bury tho wires. 
But Edison 


says oven that would not insure safety. 
Tho imperfectly insulated wires would 
only be put out of eight. The current 
could come through the ground, through 
an office floor, anywhere, and still work 
its work of terror. What would then 
insure safety? an Evening Sun reporter 
asked tho inventor. 
Only a knowledge 


and regulation of the strength of the 
current, ho answered. 
Perfect insula- 


tion could not be accomplished. If a 
current 
too 
strong 
for 
them 
to 


carry were forced over tho wires, high 
heat would be instantly produced, which 
would set fire to the insulating substance 
and consume it. The only security would 
bo in not sending over tho wires a cur- 
rent strong enough to kill. An amount 
strong enough for this, as Edison has al- 
ready testified, is 1,000 volts. The next 
step in tho progress of electrical science, 
therefore, will be tho proper regulation 
of tho strength of tho currents. At the 
same time there must bo redoubled care 
ill insulating the wires. An electrician, 
after the Feeks tragedy, made an exam- 
ination of some of tho wires strung ovei 
New York streets, and found not less 
than fifty miles of them improperly in- 
sulated. 


There has been criminal carelessness 


even in taking the precautions for safety 
that wero understood perfectly. 
Per- 


haps more care will be exercised. Sc 
far, though, the only result has been 
that bitter quarreling and recrimination 
have broken out among tho electric 
lighting and telegraph companies. But 
nothing can bring back the lives of the 
bravo fellows 
who were sacrificed.

"It has no parallel in history," said 


Lawyer Luther Laflin Mills, speaking of 
tho attempt to bribe tho jurors in the 
Cronin murder trial. Tho attempt came 
within a hair's breadth of succeeding, 
too. The stupendous audacity of the 
move is what strikes ono most forcibly. 
It is clear there Is somebody intensely 
Interested in clearing the prisoners, no 
common person or persona, cither, but 


|those who have money in plenty. Their 
agents meet a criminal bailiff in the 
spot usually selected for plotting and 
crookedness, a drinking saloon. The 
bailiff, one of the guards of the very 
'prison and court itself, had "several 
rounds ^f drinks" as long ago as last Au- 
gust, with a stranger whose name was 
Graham. 
Tho stranger proposed that 


the bailiff Hanks assist in "fixing" the 
Cronin jury to prevent conviction of the 
'prisoners. For every juror thus influ- 
enced Hanks was to get $3,000, half for 
himself, half to the bribed juror. 
' Various ways of "fixing" the jurors 
wero agreed on. Hanks waited not long 
to begin his unlawful work. He let a 
fellow bailiff into the secret, who agreed 
to help him. Thence on the two scoun- 
drels worked together. They did not 
succeed because some of the men they 
•ought to bribe revealed the plot. 
' That in brief is an outline of the story. 
But there are points of especial Interest 
to be looked into. We observe that the 
sworn officers of tho law were ready 
enough to take the large bribe and lay 
themselves liable to the penitentiary. 
jWho •were these infamous bailiffs? The 
citizen who recommended Hanks to the 
sheriff for appointment said he rec- 
ommended him because he knew him 
as a •'politician and ward hustler." 
'Another officer of the law—a jus- 
tice of the peace—recommended the 
other guilty bailiff t* the sheriff. Being 
questioned as to the ground of his rec- 
ommendation, this model justice of the 
peace replied: "I knew nothing of him 
except as a politician." Neither of the 
'two teemed to have any trade or honora- 
ble rapport. 
f The men they sought to bribe were 
ordinary working men. One was a me- 
chanic, another a bookkeeper. The po- 
'litical officers of the law could be bought 
and sold. The men who earned an hon- 
ert living respected their own manhood, 
'and could not be, 


If you wish to study a foreign lan- 


guage, and have time to learn only one, 
let it bo French, says a returned tourist.

liojrus Doctors. 


Dr. William G. Eggleston, Ur. Austin 


Flint and Dr. R. Ogden Doremus hold, 
In The North American Review, a sym- 
posium on quacks, medical quacks. Wo 
learn from Dr. Eggleston that in the 
United States there are 117 live medical 
colleges! and 105 dead onea. 
More than 


a dozen bogus colleges have been broken 
up that had no course of study at all. 
only eold diplomas, some of them as high 
as $150 apiece. There are now in the 
country not leas than 10,000 persons 
practicing medicine on these bogus 
diplomas, some of which persons never 
studied medicine for ten minutes. The 
strange part of it Is that some of tho M 
D.'B who never studied medicine for ten 
minutes have no more._ patients die on 
their hands than those who are fully up 
in medical science. Still, if one has to 
die, there is a satisfaction in being dis- 
missed scientifically 


We have, furthermore, at this mo- 


ment in existence schools enough to 
educate doctors sufficient for 800.000,000 
people. 
Many of these sc lion Is are so 


inferior as to make American medical 
men a laughing stock abroad 


Fewer schools and better ones should 


be the motto, but the learned gentlemen 
do not quite see how this is to be brought 
about 
Dr. Eggleston is of opinion that 


the national government should take the 
whole matter into its own hands and by 
appropriate legislation clean out the 
quacks. which~would be centralization 
of government with a vengeance. Dra. 
Flint and Doremus are of opinion that 
state boards will answer. 


None of them, however, mention di- 


rectly the surest remedy of all. It is for 
medical colleges themselves to raise the 
standard of admission to their course of 
study. At present a man who can 
scarcely do more than write his own 
name correctly, can enter almost any 
medical school in the land and in due 
course be ground out a doctor. Doctors 
are in consequence so much like the 
common, illiterate men of the country, 
that the people cannot discriminate be- 
tween the good and bad ones. State 
legislation can destroy the bogus mills. 
The medical schools themselves can do 
the rest by requiring preliminary to ad- 
mission a higher literary education in 
the graduates they turn loose upon an 
unoffending world. 


In some of the states a clean campaign, 


with no mud slinging, was promised to 
us. If the political contests, as for as 
they have got in those states, are to be 
called clean, one wonders what a real, 
old fashioned mud slinging campaign 
would be like.
